The decision on who will foot 
the bill for attorney fees associ- 
ated with the six-year battle with 
the 46th Circuit Trial Court is in 
the hands of the Michigan 
Supreme Court Justices. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners, last week, 
unanimously voted to appeal a 
decision made by the Michigan 
Court of Appeals, which was 
issued in December, that said 
Crawford and  Kalkaska 
Counties were liable for attor- 
ttey fees charged by lawyers rep- 
resenting the 46th Circuit Trial 
Court. 

In July 2006, the Michigan 
Supreme Court, ruled that the 
funding of enhanced pension 
benefits and retirement health 
care benefits sought by the 
administration for the 46th 
Circuit Trial Court, were not 
reasonable and necessary to the 
serviceability of the court and 
that Crawford and Kalkaska 
counties were not contractually 
obligated to appropriate’ funds 
for the benefit plans. The

A new manufacturing opera- 
tion in the Grayling Industrial 
Park is helping heat things up 
this winter. 

Michigan Wood Pellet began 
operations in the Monarch 
Millwork building in mid- 
November. Both companies are 
co-owned by Mike Hees. 

Michigan Wood Pellet manu- 
factures wood pellets used for 
wood pellet heating stoves as 

well as material used for animal 
bedding. 

The excess wood left over 
from production at Monarch 
Millwork, which manufacturers 
components for doors, windows 
and kitchen cabinets, and 
Springs Industries, a firm which 
makes wood blinds in the indus- 
_trial park, is used to make the 

pellets. 

The wood is ground and 
screened, then is feed into an 
extruder which heats it and 
forms it into a clay like sub- 
stance. The material is then 
cooled as it comes out of a die 
and is crystallized to form quar- 
ter-inch pellets.

Heating with wood pellet 
heating stoves is popular in 
Sweden, Denmark, Austria and 
Finland, according to the Pellet 
Fuels Institute. 

The practice became popular 
in the United States in the early 
L98Os during the oil embargo, 
and has followed economic 
fluctuations over the last 25 
years. 

The demand for wood pellet 
stoves spiked __ following 
Hurricane Katrina last year. 

“The demand for the number 
of stoves doubled and the indus- 
try has been struggling to keep 
up,” Hees said. 

Wood pellet heating stoves

are used as a secondary heat 
source, are capable of reducing 
heating costs by 60 to 80 per- 
cent. A person with an average 
sized home can heat their home 
for the winter season with three 
to five tons of pellets. 

Although the firm has 
received inquires from other 
states in the Mideast and 
Canada, Michigan Wood Pellet 
is concentrating on supplying 
pellets to retailers and home- 
owners in northern Lower 
Michigan and the eastern Upper 
Peninsula. The pellets, which 
are sold in 50 pound bags or for 
$175 a ton, are also made avail- 
able at the plant in the industri- 
al park. 

“We're getting a great 
response from customers and 
we are selling everything we 
make everyday,” Hees said. 

Hees was able to get the wood 
pellet manufacturing equipment 
from the Oklahoma based Bliss 
Industries in September after 
another company backed out of 
a purchase agreement. Hees had 
not planned on starting to install 
the wood pellet plant until the 
spring of 2007. 

“Obviously, we needed to 
catch the winter season to make 
things viable so there were a lot 
of last minute, quick decisions 
that needed to be made to make 
this happen,” Hees said. 

In September, the Grayling 
City Council approved a 50 per- 


cent tax abatement for 12 years 
for Michigan Wood Pellet. 

Hees is investing $2.1 million 
into operation. 

In the next year, Hees plans to 
install a second wood pellet 
manufacturing mill in a 20,000 
square foot building expansion 

Michigan Wood Pellet cur- 
rently has nine employees, and

Potential candidates for the 
Kirtland Community College 
Board of Trustees will be com- 
peting for three seats in an 
upcoming election on Tuesday, 
May 8. But those seeking to join 
the KCC board must first com- 
plete the tasks necessary to get 
their name on the ballot, and an 
important deadline tooms 
ahead. 

The cut-off to file nominating 
petitions or to pay an optional 
$100 filing fee is Tuesday, Feb. 
13. Persons considering running 
for a board position may pick 
up nominating petitions at 
either the Roscommon County 
Clerk’s office or at the presi- 
dent’s office on Kirtland’s main 
campus near Roscommon. 

The number of signatures 
needed to have a candidate 
placed on the ballot may vary 
from S50 to 200, and must be sig- 
natures of registered voters 
from within the college’s tax 
district that includes Crawford, 
Oscoda, Ogemaw and 
Roscommon counties, as well 
as portions of Alcona, Gladwin, 
Kalkaska, Missaukee | and 
Otsego counties. 

“Candidates who elect to pay 
the optional $100 filing fee are 
not required to secure voter sig- 
natures,” said Dr. Charles Rorie, 
KCC president. 

Filing the nominating peti- 
tions or payment of the optional 
filing fee must be completed at 
the Roscommon County Clerk’s 


office, located in the 
Roscommon County 
Courthouse in downtown 


Roscommon, even if the candi- 
dates are from other counties 
within Kirtland’s tax district. 

“Everything is being handled 
by the (Roscommon) county 
clerk’s office,’ said Kathy 
Koch, administrative assistant 
to the president at KCC. 

Elections to the seven-mem- 
ber board of trustees are usually 
held every two years, with at 
least two seats up for election. 
Originally, the election for the 
three seats now slated to be on 
the ballot was to be held in June 
2006. 

Recent changes in-state elec- 
tion laws consolidated the num- 
ber of elections and resulted in 
KCC board members, who are 
elected to six-year terms of 
office, serving a year more than 
anticipated, after college offi- 
cials chose to move the elec- 
tions from even to odd-num- 
bered years. 

“Since you can’t shorten any 
board member’s term in office, 
we chose to extend those one 
year,” Koch added. 

The three seats on the KCC 
board up for election include 
trustee positions that are cur- 
rently held by longtime board 
member Robert Bovee of 
Grayling, and board appointees 
Patricia Webb of Roscommon 
and Denis Weiss of West 
Branch. Both Webb and Weiss

were appointed by the board to 
fill vacancies until the next reg- 
ular election in 2006, which was 
later postponed to this May. . 

“Webb was appointed in July 
2004, after former board mem- 
ber Carole Kuehn resigned. 
Kuehn’s term in office was slat- 
ed to end in 2006, so the person 
winning the seat in May will 
start serving a new six-year 
term in office that will then 
expire in 2013. 

Weiss joined the KCC board 
in November 2005 to fill the 
vacancy created by the resigna- 
tion of then Trustee Jan Farmer. 
Farmer’s term originally ran 
through 2010, but now extends 
till May 2011 so that it falls on 
an odd-numbered year. The 
winning candidate this spring 
will complete the four years 
remaining on that term of 
office.

Flu vaccine available at Health Department

Feeling a bit under the weath- 
er? Just because this is the 
warmest winter Crawford 
County has seen in decades does 
not mean that flu season is not a 
threat. 

“We're encouraging anybody 
that we can to scek the flu shot,” 
said Dr. James Wilson, medical 
director for the District Health 
Department which oversees 
Crawford County. 

Shortages of influenza vaccine 
nationwide have made the news 
in recent years, but now there is 
plenty for everyone, 

“We have cnough vaccine to 
immunize anybody who wants,” 
said Wilson. 

The Crawford County Health 


Department, located on 202 
Meadows Drive, is offering flu 
clinic dates in January and 
February. Medicare and 
Medicaid insurance should 
cover the shots. 

According to Wilson, the 
demographic most at risk for 
influenza are children from. six 
months to five years in age. Also 
at risk are anybody over age 65 
and people with chronic health 
problems. 

Sadly, dozens of children die 
nationwide each year from this 
easily preventable condition. 

“Each year, five to 20 percent 
of the population gets the flu,” 
said Wilson. 

The only people who are 
advised to void the vaccine are 
those who have an allergy to 


eggs, as a smail amount of egg 
extract is used in the formula. 
Aside from that, the vaccine is 
completely harmless, 

“You cannot get the flu from a 
flu shot,” said Wilson. 

Interestingly, there are those 
who belicve that a regular flu 
shot has the potential to defend 
against the possible threat of a 
bird flu outbreak, although the 
two viruses are technically dif- 
ferent. 

“There’s some theoretical 
thought that perhaps it would 
help people not die, said 
Wilson.

A City ‘sinks’

From the sinking of the Carl 
D. Bradley in Lake Michigan to 
the challenges confronting the 
Muskegon River, the waters of 
northern Michigan have long 
offered an array of allures. 

Two new books take advan- 
tage of that fascination. 

In the young adult book 
“Black November’, The Carl 
D. Bradley tragedy, Andrew 
Kantar recounts how the lime- 
stone carrier Carl D. Bradley 
took on the proverbial gales of 
November in 1958 and lost. 

Kantar, a professor at Ferris 
State University, presents the 
story of 33 dead crew members, 
the rescue of the only two sur- 
vivors and the impact of the dis- 
aster on Rogers City where the 
ship was based, Seven years 
later, the city would again be 
rocked by a shipwreck when 
the Cedarville sank. in the 
Straits of Mackinac.

Once home to Arctic 
grayling and giant sturgeon, the 
river has witnessed the disap- 
pearance of native fish species. 

Failing, obsolete dams threat- 
en to cause flooding, but budg- 
etary restraints and political 
indecision prevent their 
removal.

The 46th Circuit’ Trial Court 
covers Crawford, Kalkaska and 
Otsego Counties. 

The 46th Circuit Trial Court 
sued Crawford and Kalkaska 
Counties, in December, 2000, for 
refusing to allocate funds for the 
benefit plans. 

Crawford and Kalkaska 
Countics disputed the benefits 
because officials said it} would 
place unfunded liability on the 
counties. Crawford and Kalkaska 
County officials filed a counter- 
claim against the court, alleging 
fraud for misrepresenting the 
costs of the benefits. A claim was 
also filed against Otsego County, 
accusing officials there of collud- 
ing with the court by withholding 
information on the cost of the 
benefits.

The 46th 
Circuit Trial Court and Otsego 
County, which sided with the 
court in the dispute, would be 
responsible for paying their legal 
fees. 

‘Crawford and Kalkaska 
Counties will split the $30,000 
cost to appeal the attorney fees 
issue to the Michigan Supreme 
Court. 

“We have felt strongly through 
this whole ordeal that we were not 
obligated to pay for the employce 
benefits and should not have to 
pay the atlorney fees for the los- 
ing party,” said Dave Stephenson,

chairman of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners. 

If the latest ruling is allowed to 
stand, county officials believe it 
would intimidate local officials 
from challenging a court on 
issues due to the legal expenses 
involved for both sides of the 
case. 

“Why would any of the 83 
counties in the state challenge a 
court in a court of law - win, lose 
or draw - if they knew they had to 
pay the attorney fees on both 
sides,” Stephenson said. “It’s a 
bigger issue and we’re saying that 
it needs to go to the Supreme 
Court to be resolved.” 

County and court officials had 
been attempting to negotiate the 
attorney fees amongst themselves, 
and both sides said they were dis- 
appointed that the talks did not get 
too far. 

“Obviously, we’re disappointed 
and J think their efforts would be 
better served trying to settle this,” 
said Patricia A. Morse, the chief 
judge for the 46th Circuit Trial 
Court. “1 don’t expect there wilt 
be a different result in the 
Supreme Court, but certainly they 
have the right to have it 
reviewed.” 


With its action Jan. 4, the 
board also approved the second 
and final reading of the presiden- 
tial candidate profile.
